In the Statement of Reasons for Allowance accompanying the Notice of 
Allowance mailed June 27, 2006, Applicant notes that the Examiner states: 

Groves' [U.S. Patent No. 5,222,225] storing means for storing data shifted 
out of the cache line is a register (Fig 1, Register 56) whose full capacity is 
the same as the size of the cache line. It is possible to argue that Groves' 
register could be split into multiple smaller registers to increase the 
system's flexibility and to reduce wasted storage resources if the stored 
data does not take up the entire storage capacity of Register 56. Yet the 
claim is further amended to limit the storing means to store all of the data 
shifted out of the cache line during shifting while still having a full storage 
capacity that is less than the size of the cache line. Groves in view of . . . 
Pogue [U.S. Patent No. 4,920,483] or any other prior art reference 
discovered by the Examiner does not anticipate this limitation.
